Purge  Topples 
Studentbody; 
‘Cell’  Revealed 


LeRoyski  Portovitski,  student- 
body  president  of  BYU,  was  vio- 
lently purged  today  following  a 
shocking  Teport  by  the  student 
investigating  committee. 

The  Brigham  Young  University 
campus  reeled  under  the  stun- 
ning revelation  that  student  gov- 
ernment at  the  Y is  poluted,  cor- 
rupted, unconscientious,  uncon- 
scienced,  unscrupulous,  unprinci- 
pled, knavish,  scampish,  rascal- 
ly and  a little  pinkish,  too.  (For 
further  references  see  Roget’s 
Thasaurus,  940-8.) 

The  student  government  inves- 
tigating committee,  headed  by 
J.  Strongheart  Pickelson,  report- 
ed that  the  whole  executive  coun- 
cil is  nothing  but  a socialistic 
cell.

In  a personal  interview,  U.  H. 
Bloqueade,  sub-assistant  vice- 
chairman,  pro  tern  of  the  build- 
ing committee,  also  disclosed  im- 
minent activity  of  the  “Grow  or 
Bust”  campaign  by  the  university 
for  the  next  29  years. 

“We  have  also  given  consider- 
able consideration,”  he  said,  “to 
the  installation  of  elevators  in 
dorms,  escalators  in  buildings, 
and  chair  lifts  on  hills  to  combat 
chronic  complaints  that  BYU 
girls  acquire  pool-table  (you’ll 
pardon  the  expression)  legs.  We 
find  this  to  be  an  up-hill  under- 
taking. 

“It  would  seem  perversity  dogs 
our  efforts  to  expand,”  he  con- 
tinued.

History  was  made  at  Brigham 
Young  University  this  week  with 
the  announcement  of  the  first 
Ph.D.  degree  ever  to  be  awarded 
by  the  Extension  Division. 

The  degree  will  be  awarded  at 
commencement  exercises  in  June 
to  Miss  Hepzibah  Prunella  Pin- 
feather of  Sombrero  Gulch,  Ariz. 

In  announcing  the  award,  Dr. 
Gerald  Hen  Bark,  extension  di- 
rector, said,  “We  are  very  happy 
to  have  Miss  Pinfeather  as  the 
winner  of  our  first  Extension 
Division  Ph.D.  For  her  it  will 
mark  the  culmination  of  35  years 
of  hard  work  in  night  school  and 
home  study  classes.” 

The  subject  of  Miss  Pinfeath- 
er’s dissertation  is  “The  Taxon- 
omy and  Agronomy  of  the  Life, 
Loves,  and  Mating  Habits  of  the 
Genus  Mammalius  Sporaticus  in 
East  Water  Hole  County,  Ari- 
zona.” 

When  informed  that  her  dis- 
sertation had  been  accepted  for 
the  degree,  Miss  Pinfeather’s 
first  comment  was  a tearful,  “I 
can’t  believe  it!  I’m  speechless! 
After  35  years  of  turning  down 
dates  to  stay  home  and  study 
— of  burning  the  midnight  oif— 
of  solitary  field  trips  out  into 
the  desert  to  study  the  Genus 
Mammalius  Sporaticus  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night  and  in 
all  seasons  of  the  year— spending 
weeks  at  a time  in  the  desert  with 
only  my  little  burro  and  the 
Genus  Mammalius  Sporaticus  for 
company— at  last  I’ve  got  my 
Ph.D.  But  I don’t  begrudge  any 
of  the  privations  I’ve  endured.  It 
will  all  be  made  up  when  I get 
my  diploma  in  June.” 

Queried  as  to  future  plans, 
now  that  college  is  over  for  her, 
Miss  Pinfeather  emphatically  de- 
clared, “Education  never  comes 
to  a stand-still  and  one’s  college 
days  should  .never  end.  I’m  fol- 
lowing the  example  of  my  ideal, 
Dr.  Dew  Scribbly,  and  going  on 
and  on  and  on.” 

Dr.  Bark  announced  that  Miss 
Pinfeather  has  already  registered 
for  the  next  session  of  night 
school  with  the  Extension  Divi- 
sion and  added  that,  inspired  by 
Miss  Pinfeather’s  courageous,  un- 
dying efforts  in  obtaining  her 
degree,  7,000  more  persons  have 
enrolled  with  the  division.

Faculty  members  received  a 
bit  of  a jolt  Monday  at  faculty 
meeting  when  Pres.-  E.  L.  Pilkin- 
son  announced  a reduction  of  all 
faculty  member’s  salaries,  retro- 
active to  Sept.  1,  1952. 

“With  the  recent  expansion  in 
new  buildings  and  student  ser- 
vices there  has  to  be  a cut  some- 
place. Since  the  faculty  has  had 
it  so  soft  for  all  these  many 
years,  they  are  the  logical  ones 
to  take  the  cut,”  he  explained. 

In  the  lively  debate  which  en- 
sued (see  picture)  Dr.  Parsley 
A.  Christensen  pointed  out  to  his 
colleagues  that,  “Ours  is  not  to 
reason  why,  ours  is  just  to  do 
or  die.”  Dr.  T.  Earl  Sourdough 
delivered  a stinging  oration  in 
favor  of  the  resolution.  But  Prof. 
Milford  Soulson  only  sobbed 
nobly,  “Ours  is  but  a “pail  of 
blood,  toil  and  tears.”

Outdated  Honor  Code  Replaced 
By  ‘No  Test’  Schmonor  Code

SPIRITED  DEBATORS — Faculty  members 
at  Brigham  Young  were  aghast  at  admin- 
istration proposals  to  cut  all  salaries,  due  to 
expansion  of  the  university.

historical  debate  and  stirring  oratory,  the 
measure  was  imposed.  Exclusive  picture 
captures  excitement  of  the  special  faculty 
meet  called  to  debate  the  proposed  cut. 


Thomas  A.  Schmonor  disclosed 
this  week  introduction  of  a new 
code  of  conduct  for  the  Brigham 
Young  University  studentbody, 
which  will  supercede  and  eventu- 
ally replace  the  out-moded,  in- 
adequate honor  code  now  in  ef- 
fect. 

Briefly,  the  underlying  princi- 
ple of  the  Schmonor  Code,  as  out- 
lined by  Schmonor  himself,  is 
as  follows: 

In  order  to  prevent  cheating, 
the  opportunity  to  cheat  is  mere- 
ly removed,  and  then  it  becomes 
impossible  to  cheat.  In  other 
words,  instead  of  removing  the 
effect  (as  is  done  under  the 
Honor  Code) — one  removed  the 
cause  which  is  more  effective. 

'It  will  be  impossible  to  cheat, 
under  the  Schmonor  Code,”  the 
author  emphasized,  “because 
there  is  nothing  anyone  can  do 
that  will  be  cheating.” 

This  will  involve,  he  pointed 
out,  only  a few  minor  changes, 
such  as  altering  all  candy  ma- 
chines to  accept  only  pennies; 
open  book  tests — or  no  tests  at 
all;  elimination  of  all  personal 
effects  carried  or  worn  by  stu- 
dents; repudiation;  nation-wide 
prohibition  .on  alcoholic  bever- 
ages and  tobacco,  and  the  con- 
donance-of  free  love. 


“We  .expect  little  trouble  in 
innovating  the  Schmonor  Code,” 
Mr.  Schmdnor  concluded,  “for 
many  students  have  already 
adopted  the  attitude  of  ‘Honor 
Code — Schmonor  Code!”

Reviewer  Romps  Rampantly; 
Raves,  Rants  & Regurgitates

The  dance  lyceum  last  night,  described  by  Dr.  Bark,  modestly, 
as  one  of  the  most  magnificent  groups  of  performers  in  America, 
was. 

Pichard  L.  Lope,  well-known  dance  critic,  has  said  that  in  mod- 
ern dance  one  discovers  that  it  is  the  only  art  which  combines  set- 
ing-up  exercises,  rhythm  bands,  yogi,  home  economics  and  a half- 
nelson. -Mr.  Lope’s  assertion  has  never  been  challenged,  no  other 
art  makes  these  claims. 

As  the  leader  of  the  group,  Ricardo  Lemon  led.  Particularly 
graceful  was  the  scene  in  which  he  crawled  across  the  stage  on  his 
stomach,  tripped  his  two  co-performers  with  one  majestic  sweep 
of  his  left  hand  and  did  a natty  tap  dance  with  his  knees. 

Not  to  be  overlooked  was  the  technique  of  the  feminine  lead, 
Blanch  Almond.  The  power  and  beauty  of  her  control  as  she  pirouet- 
ted about  the  prostrate  form  of  the  hero  was  lovely.  Pity  she  had 
to  miss  that  once,  however.  Mr.  Lemon  is  recovering  rapidly,  al- 
though his  teeth  are  irrevocably  lost. 

One  of  Miss  Almond’s  most  impressive  scenes  occurs  when  she 
appears  running  full  tilt  across  the  stage,  takes  a flying  leap  and 
lands  squarely  on  the  stomach  of  the  second  lead,  Hose  A.  Tuppin, 
who  thrown  her  in  a double  back  flip  to  Mr.  Lemon  who  catches 
her,  ties  her  into  a neat  granny  knot  and  rolls  her  off  stage.  Pity, 
Mr.  Lemon  missed  also. 

Mr.  Tuppin’s  chief  accomplishment  lay  in  his  ability  to  remain 
in  one  contorted  position  for  contracted  periods  of  time  and  to 
change  with  split-second  timing  and  a convulsive  flop.  He  also 
looked  very  good  in  leotards. 

The  most  charming  part  of  the  program  was  possibly  the  musi- 
cal background.  Particularly  fine  was  the  overture  to  the  second 
group.
